2. Claims 49-5 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

The alternative limitation "the outside of .the center portion of a left or right side of the 
image crease" in claim 49, lines 4-5 renders the claim vague and indefinite. 

The phrase "set all pixel within a fixed distance" in claim 50, line 3 is indefinite because it 
is unclear as to how "a fixed distance" is measured.
